OF THE RED MAN

Annual Report of the Department of 
Indian Affairs is this Year the 
Most Satisfactory Yet Issued—Only 
Province Showing a Decline is Brit- 
ish Columbia, Where Indians Re-! 
sent Intrusions of White Men. 


Ottawa.—-The report of the depart- 
ment of Indian attairs for the tiscal 
year ending March 31 last is out. It 
is the most satisfactory yet issued by 
the departinent, showing a mild win-| 
ter and the development of settlement 
in the west have made taings much} 
better for the aborigin.s. ‘Tne only 
province which shows any moral de- 
cline, says the report, is British Co-, 
lumbia, but this is aue to the fact 
that it is the last of the Canadian 
West to feel the effects of white “civil. 
ization’ in the districts in which 
Indians are chiefly located. 

The entrance of railways with 
accompanying influx of settiers into 
What the tribes have from time im- 
memorial regarded as their hunting 
grounds and fishing stations, has 
created more especiatiy on the north. 
West coust and in the Naas and 
Scheent river districts, a feeling of 
unrest, Which has been fanned into 
strength by outside agitators actuated 
by motives somewhat diilicult of com- 
prehension. | 

The Indians claim that under the 
old proclamation and in other ways 
their rights to the country until sur- 
rendered by them are recognized and 
assured, whici reduces the issue to 
one between them and the provincial 
government. The whole maiter is be- 
ing gone into by the department of 
justice and the department is watch- 
ing the interests of the Indians in 
expectation of an early and peaceful 


its 


solution of the difficulty. ‘The In- 
dians are commencing to appreciate 
the advantages of attention to the 


white man’s modes of living and of 
agriculture, and the result is shown in 
iucreased prosperity and comfort. The 
earning of the Indians in the year 
under review increased by over $83,- 
000. 


The report of the department of 
Indian affairs shows that there are 
now in the Indian reserves of the 


country 110,597 Indians, as compared 
with 111,043 during the previous year, 
a net decrease of 446. There were 
2,499 Indian births during the year 
while there were but 2,102) deaths, 
leaving a net increase of 397 in the 
aboriginal population. While the re-! 
ports from the various reserves still 
continue to tell of the ravages of aleo- 
hol among the Indians, it is evident 
that the evil effects are less than they 
were and the prospects of the red 
man are correspondingly bright. |

STORM ON BRITISH COAST 


Coasts Lined with Wreckage—Already 


150 Persons Reported to 
Have Perished 
London.—The Irish and English 


coasts are lined with wreckage, and} 
grave fears are felt that the hurricane, | 
which is hourly inereasng in violence, | 
will claim the largest death toll of re- 
cent giles. Already 150 peisons are 
reported to have perished. 

Jany big vessels have either found. 
ered or been diiven ashore, while 
numberless fishing smacks are miss- 
ing, and are believed to have sunk. 
Corpses are being washed ashore at 
numerous places, Sixteen passengers 
and sailors are known to have perish- 
ed in the foundering of the steamer 
Heathfield, which went down in the 
North Sea, while twenty are believed 
to have died on the steamer Cramford, 
missing from Hartlepool and thought 
to have sunk, | 

Many small groups of fishing boats 
are reported missing from ports along 
the coast, and it is almost certain they 
have perished, for even large steamers | 
had great difficulty in remaining 
afloat in the high seas that are run- 
ning. 


WATER POWER IS ENORMOUS 


A Million Horse-Power is Going to! 


Waste on the Rivers Running | 
Close to Proposed Line 

Norway House, Sask.—William Og- 
ilvie, explorer and engineer, declares 
than an enormous amount of water 
power is being wasted on the Saskat- 
chewan and Nelson rivers within a 
hundred mile radius of the line of the 
Hudson Bay railway. If this were 
properly harnessed and transmitted 
more than enough to operate a road 
twice as long as that railway, could, 
easily be secured, This conclusion is 
reached by Mr, Ogilvie after a months’ 
trip, spent in exploration of waterfalls 
and rapids of the Nelson river for the 
department of the interior. 

“A conservative estimate,’’ he says, 
“of power in sight at princi, al falls to 
be developed with little outlay is one 
million horse power.” He believes 
that these rivers contain enough avail- 
able energy to drive all steam propell- 
ed machinery in Canada,

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ALBERTA CATTLE TRADE GOOD 
The Shipments This Year Greater by 


20,000 Than Those of 
1909 


Calgary.—‘‘Since January Ist, up to 
the present time, there has been over 
20,000 more head of live stock eth aa 
out of Alberta than was the case dur- 
ing the same period last year,’ says 
Mr. H. C. McMullen, general live 
stock agent for the C. P, R. 

“Though there was a decrease in the 
shipment for export in 1909, and 


though there will be a decrease this | 


year compared with a few years ago, 
still the shipments from here to points 
on the Pacific coast and to Winnipeg, 
Toronto and Montreal will more than 
offset the decrease in the export trade. 
The reason why the export trade has 
fallen off during the last year or 80, 
is because the home consumption has 
rapidly increased, namely at the coast 
und eastern points. Also the demand 
for batehers and feeding meets and 
live stock generally has increased to 
such an extent of late years that if it 
were not for the largely increased 
bulk of live stock raised in Alberta, 
it would be exceedingly hard to make 
shipments to outside points. 

“The shipment of hogs is the only 
shipment of live stock from Alberta 
to outside points that is on the de- 
crease, This is owing to the increased 
lemand for pork and hams in the 
home province. The horses, cattle 
and sheep markets are quite in sym- 
p.thy with one another, though the 
provincial demand for horses has in- 
creused of late years more than either 
sheep or cattle.”

The picture sales of thu season 
compare Sevenks G in interest with 
famous disposals in the past, such as 
the great Gillot sale in 1872, when a 
sum of £164,501 was realized; the 
Dudley sule of 1893, which yielded a 
turn ve. of over £99,000, and the’ 
Day, Cuthbertson, Gaskell and Quil- 
ter sales last year, which produced 
an aggregate of £309,520. , 

The principal sale of the year was' 
that of the remaining portion of the/ 
Alexander Young collection, with ite; 
magnificent examples of the masters, 
of the Barbizon and Modern Dutch! 
schools. In three days £164,069 was; 
obtained, a result which has only; 
been exceeded on one occasion. ; 

The wonderful records achieved by! 
Turner in 1908 and 1909 paled before, 
the 13,000 guineas fetched by Corote’ 
delightful ‘‘Birds’-Nestors” in the 
Young sale. The remarkable prices’ 
obtained throughout this sale afford 
an encouraging commentary on the: 
value of the George Saiting bequest, 
which wus bought chiefly from this 
collection. The rapid rise in favor of 
the painters of the Corot schonl in 
recent years has brought consider- 
able profit to those whose earlier ap-' 
preciation of their works led them to: 
collect when prices were low. 

In the Diy sule lust year the net’ 
profit amounted to about half the 
total sum realized, and the dispersals 
of 1910 have furnished numerous in- 
stances of profitable collecting. Only 
£460 was paid thirty years ago for 
the Corot which changed hands this 
season at 13,000 guineas, while Con- 
stable’s ‘‘Stuke-by-Neyland,” -which 
realized 8,800 guineas, was bought in 
1860 fcr 100 guineas. 

Jacques’ pustoral scenes were ob- 
tainuble not very long ago for about: 
60 guineas each, whereas a small 
ements of a shepherd and flock by 
him fetched 900 guineas in the Youn 
sale. Millet, whose little picture o 
a shepherdess, measuring only 8 1-4 
inches by 61-4 inches, brought in 
1,050 guineas in the Young sale, was 
at one period of hia life so poor that 
he could not afford to buy canvasses. 

The second sale of importance dur- 
ing the yeur was that of the collec. 
tion formed by the late Baron 
Schroeder, which yielded £138,058. 
In this the chief treasures were the 
rare specimens of French decorative 
art Sevres porcelain, gorgeous snuff- 
boxes, and tublet cases, and other 
ornate objects made in the luxurious 
days of Louis XV. and Louis XVI. 

No les than 9,000 guineas was paid 
for a set of three: little Sevres vases 
which had cost little more than a 

uarter the sum in 1886, while a 

uis XV. spuffbox, acquired for 
£1,000, was re-sold at £4,000. 

In this sale ulso there was again 
brought under the hammer the fam- 
ous sixteenth century crystal bi n 
which realized the record sum of 15,- 
500 guineas after a sensational con- 
test in 1905. As ‘was expected, ita 
value dropped on this occasion to 
£10,000.

“CATCH MY PAL,” 


Temperance Movement Has Spread 
With Great Rapidity 
The history of the social reform 


| hes rarely presented so remarkable a 


development as the movement knowa 
as the Irish Protestant Total Abstin- 
ence Union, or, as it is better known, 
the ‘Catch My Pal’ Society, whose 
first anniversary was celebrated in Ar- 
magh recently with several demonstra- 
tions. Started on July 16 of last year, 
the union has now a membership. ot 
120,000, and before.the end of the pres. 
ent year has come it is expected that 
the flag of total abstinence will be 
firmly planted in each of the chief 
towns and cities of the United King- 
dom, The origin of the organization Fi 
a singularly interesting example of 
how seemingly trivial incidents change 
the current of men’s lives and alter 
the social customa of the people 

On July 13, 1909, Rev. R. J. Patter. 
son, LL.B., a Presbyterian clergyman 
in the city of Armagh, happened to 
pass a lamp post around which stood 
six men, sone of whom were recover- 
ing from the effects of a drinking bout 
the day before. One of the men sug- 
gested half in jest to Mr. Patterson 
that he should try and induce his com 
panions to take the pledge. A con- 
versation fo!lowed, and the six men

The men carried out 
their undertakiog, signed the pledge, 
pen the union became an accomplish.

The idea of the society was admir- 
able illustrated by Mr. Patterson, 
who said: ‘The men who drink to ex- 
cess are the men who make the drink 
problem. Let those who make the 
problem solve it. Let the drinker: 
take the pledge, and go and get their 
pals’ to do the same. Let the re- 
sponsibility of the reform of the drink- 
ers be largely left on the shoulders of 
the drinkers themselves. Let the 
drinkers be inspired with the idea that 
even they are their brother's keepers.” 

No fiery crors of old traveled with 
greater celerity than did the idea 
throughout Ulster. It seemed as ‘f 
the people had been hoping against 
hope for the opportunity to help 
themselves without the aid of legis 
lation.

Dominion Bulletin of Crop Conditions 


The census ‘office at Ottawa hae published a bulletin on the condi- 
ion of crops in Canada at the end of September, The reports show 
lower averages of condition for the whole of Canada than those of a year 
ago, but the reduction applies chiefly to the North-west provinces. In 
the eastern provinces a high per cent. is maintained for nearly all the 
crops, and qantity Zand. qaluity are nearly as good as o year ayo and 
hetter than two years ago.: In Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta 
there is a drop of about twenty per cent. in the quality of grains aud 
roots, but the threshings indicate that the yield will be larger for wheat, 
oats and barley than was promised at the end of August. For the whole 
of Canda the condition of rye at the end of September was 88.59, which 
is ten per cent. better than two years ago and 2.39 better than last year. 
Peus and beans are nearly eight per cent. Jower in con‘lition than a year 
ago, but nearly ten per cent. higher than in 1908. Buckwheat is about 
the game as last year, and twelve per cent. better than in 1908, whilst 
nixed grains are better by five per cent. than last year and by 19.47 
per cent. better than two years ago, Corn for husking compared for the 
three years 1910, 1909 and 1908 shows percentages of 85.12, 86.77 and 
82, and corn for fodder of 89.82, $7.18 und 92 for the respective years. 
The condition of potatoes is 76.08 at the end of September compare. 
with 90.87 last year, of turnips 82.09 to 88.31 and of sugar beeta 83.18 
to 71.02, whilst in 1908 their condition ranged from 68 to 74. Alfalfa 
has a condition 83.80;for the end of September, and it exceeds 90 in the 
Maritime provinces and Ontario, In Quehee and the Nortwest provinces 
it is not more than 70 per cent., and in British Colombia it is 88.83. All 
tield grains in the province last named exceed 82 per cent. in quality. 

The estimated yieid of rye this year for Canada is 1,634,000 bushels, 
of peas 6,444,500 bushels, of Leans 1,089,600 bushels, of buckwheat 


bushels per acre of these crops is 19.48 for rye, 16.69 for peas, 20.54 for 
heans, 26.98 for buckwheat, 84.91 for mixed grains, 9.04 for flax and 
53.82 for corn. Better averages for wheat, oats and barley are assure} 
when the final returns are made in December than the reports fur the 
end of August gave.

The child offender has until the Inst few years been a source of 
perplexity to Police courts. - Thezold-idea of punishment.an oye for oxo 
and a tooth for tooth, was constantly held before culprit and judge. Tlie 
child was discharged or committed. The result in either case was t! e 
development of a precociousness in the child to evade the reaults of 
wrong doing; and a recognition on the part of those who were wholly 


interested in the welfare of children, of the in adequacy of sitch a system 
to inculcate the principals of reparation and correction. 


The Probation Sy-tem is an outgrowth of this need. At the 
present time the Judge treats the chi!d much as a school teacher a pupil 
who has made an error in arithmetical calculation and is required to 
work out his problem again under direction. The Judge has before him 
a report on the home conditions surrounding the child and contributing 
to his becoming a delinquent. The child is shown why he must make 
reparation.. He is given to understand that there is a higher principal 
ut work than what he probably considers a species of retaliation. 

He is not sent back alone to his old conditions, as formerly, but 
is placed under the supervision of a probation officer, a clear headed, 
sound hearted individual who volunteers to give the boy a friendly hand, 
to take an interest in his work, his companions, his amusements. The 
probation officer is willing to advise the boy when he stands in need of it 
to warn him of the consequences of persitent delinquency and to see that 
he is deprived of privileges or 
his offence. 

In nearly every case where children have come under the in- 
fluence of probation, they have responded immediately, and according to 
reports of probation officers throughout the province, have become all 
and in many instances more than had been expected. 

The Superintendent of Neglected Children, Edmonton, calla for 
volunteers from every city and town in the province of Alberta to act in 
the cupacity of ‘Big Brothers’? to the mischievous children whose mis- 
directed cneregy, if not promptly steadied by a firm and friendly hand, 
will lead them into the ranks of confirmed criminals. Nienty-five per 
cent of our child delinquents need only such direction to become honest, 
industrious and in every way desirable citizens.

CHILD ACTORS, 


Some Talented Youngsters Now Grace 
English Stage. 


Licensing of child performers in 
England is a matter which never 
teaches settlement and which is al 
wavs under discnssion, nartionlarly 
this month, when engnesmonta for 
the autumn theatrical season are be- 
ing made. 

It was at one time thoucht that the 


joint committee apnointed to examine | 


the working of the censorship of 
plays in England would recommend 
the creation of a special Government 
department to deal with various 
other matters appertaining to the 
theatre, in which case this licensing 
of child performers, now vested in 
the local magistrates, would surely 
have been under the ataed tbl of 
that department. nfortunately, 
however, the committee found them- 
selves in quite enough hot water over 
how plays should be handi-d without 
venturing to undertuke further re 
sponsibilities, so local magistrates 
still have jurisdiction in this matter 
of child performers. 

Until very recently the youngstérs 
were obliged to make an appearance 
in the Police Court of each little 
town, along with petty criminals and 
drunkards so that the magistrate 
could decide after secing them 
whether or not he would license 
them. This was an evil the entire 
theatrical profession rebelled agninst 
for years, but without avail. Now, 
however, through the passing of the 
Children’s Act, the children need 
not appear in open court, but can 
apply for their licenses privately. 

Of course, the little performers are 
drawn from several classes, first the 
children of respected and clever thea- 
trical parents. These come to their 
work equipped with an inherent love 
of the stage and a knowledge of its 
technicalities. They are likely to 
continue in the profession the rest of 
their lives. Ellen Terry, Mrs. Ken- 
dal, Lady Bancroft, Marie Lohr, 
Phyllis and Zena Dare, Elln'ine Ter- 
riss, Gabrielle Ray, and hosts of other 
well-known actresses and actors had 
this experience. 

Just now the English theatre has 
s0 many clever young. recruits that 
it is difficult to select the most talent- 
ed. Perhaps the most remarkably 
gifted child is Olive Walter, who 
played Tyltyl in “The Blue Bird” 
till a month or so ago; when the play 
was withdrawn. She is 12 years old, 
very pretty and graceful, and a per- 
fect little actress. Tyltyl as a part is 
said tc be as long as Hamlet, but on 
the first night of “The Blue Bird” 
Olive not only never missed a line of 
her own part, but she even prompted 
weaker members of the company, 
adult and infantile, who had lapses 
of memory. 

If she were only as good a child 
as she is a marvelous actress she 
would bea joy to any manager, but, 
alas! she is alwa known in the 
company as a “holy terror,” and can 
causé more trouble to stage managers 
and dressera than any other small 


She plays every prank that can be 
deviaailt led even tries this sort of 
game on the stage, to the great an- 
noyance of fellow-thespians. It is 
all due to pure animal spirits, but 
the members of “The Blue Bird” 
company did not feel kindly about it,

THE INDIAN POLICEMAN. 


An Ex-inspector Chats on the Perils 
of the Oriental Peeler. 
The European officers of the Indian 


police are the hardest-worked body 
of officials in) the world, and their 
duties, more particularly in the 


country and jungle districts, are of | 


an exceedingly varied and difficult 
nature, 
From the earliest morning until far 


into the night they are on the alert, 


now quelling brawls in the bazaars, | 
or re.igious riots, now in pursuit of | 
dacoits and cuttle thieves, or prob- | 


ing apparently unfathomable mys- 
teries of daring robberies and murder 
outrages, Then, after having passed 
the day in the arduous task of pro- 
tecting the law-abiding citizens 
against the vast army of criminals, 
and trying to bring the latter to book, 
they are often called out to secure 
absconding elephants, running riot 
; and causing devastation in the plan- 
tations, or to free an outlying village 
, from the attentions of a man-eating 
| tiger. 

And, in order to cope with all such 
eventualities, an inspector of a dis- 
| trict, comprising perhaps forty or 
more villages, each separated from 
the other by miles of impenetrable 
jungle, is given only one or two white 
constubles und a posse of native 
policemen, The latter are mostly 
| Pathans, a physically well-developed 
| and strong people, but, unfortunately, 


| quite unreliable and often treacher- | 


ous, 
} Moreover, to increase further the 
| difficulties of the position, the people 
in towns and villages show an open 
antipathy, not to say hostility, to the 
police force. Instead of assisting, 
| they place difficulties in the way, 
| and mislead the officers, even though 
they might be in possession of clues 
us to the identity or whereabouts of 
the wanted criminals, 

If, further, we tuke into considera- 
tion the fact that the criminal gangs 
{are invuriably closely organized se- 
cret societies, sueh as societies of 
burglars, cuttle thieves, housebreak- 
ers, ducoits, ete., the reader will be 
{able to gauge the enormity of the 
| problems with which the Indian 
police have to cope in the course of 
their daily routine. Perhaps routine 
is hardly the word to describe con- 
ditions offering so much variety and 
excitement. 

Thus, a couple of years ago, I was 
in churge of an extensive jungle dis- 
trict in the Punjab, some eighty miles 
to the south of Khan, At the time 
we were pestered with a particularly 
audacious gang of robbers, whose 
deeds and tacties proved them to be 
at the very height of their profession, 
and well acquainted with local con- 
ditions. They operated indiserimin- 


ately in the European and native 
settlements, and had even forced 
their entrance into the police and 


military posts, with a view to steal- 
jing weapons, and all kinds of valu- 
jables on which they could lay their 
hands 

A peculiar feature of their mode of 
procedure was that they invariably 
administered some insidious drug to 
their intended victims, and whilst the 
latter were under its effect quietly 
raided the pluce and disappeared be- 
fore the alarm could be given. This 
fuct satisfied us that the native ser- 
vunts were party to the conspiracy;

{liamentary Buildings at Ottawa and 
are perhaps heartily tired of sitting 
‘in the Visitors’ Gallery and listening 


to the prosy maunderings of ill-advis- | 


ed members of Parliament, I can teli 
you of a sure retreat where you will 
be shut away from all the petty noises 
of the world of politics, and where 
you can “loaf and invite your soul” in 
| the silent company of the immortals, 
writes Peter Donovan in Saturday 
| Night. But first you must slip past 
| the white-bearded old men who are 
| the presiding deities of the corridors 
of the House of Commons. Once safe- 


swinging doors, through whose glass 
panes you look into a long room fill- 
ed with high desks and files and files 
of papers hanging from racks, This 
is the reading-room, and you must go 
around by the wall to the door in the 
| back of the room, opening into a 
long passage. 

Then suddenly it bursts upon you— 
the bookman’s oasis in the political 
| desert. You have come without warn 
‘ing into a great round hall, running 
up to a point, like the inside of a 
{mighty cone. And it is lined with 
books, rows and rows of stately vol- 
umes stretching in all directions. 
There are books to right of you, and 
| books to left of you, and books above 
| and below. 
| It is certainly a bool:man’s para 
dise. Even the air of the place is 
bookish, and it is filled with the mel 
low odors of well-tanned sheepskin 
and morocco, One sometimes hears 
mention of the odor of sanctity. That, 
however, is a mere figure of speech 
But here is a real odor, the odor of 
learning, a rich pervading atmos- 
phere, full of the aroma of garnered 
thought, such as always hangs over 
well-stocked and ancient libraries 
Those who are not of the elect might 
describe it as a certain mustiness, but 
to the book-lover it is dearer than 
nard and cassia and all their balmy 
fragrance. 

e@ appeal to one’s sense of color 
is even stronger. The mellow light 
| floating down from above, fills the 
hall like a benediction. And in its 
gentle glow the rich tints of gorgeous 
bindings blend softly on the shelves 
| Everywhere about are wonderful reds 
and dark greens and browns, touched 
with gold by the deft hands of the 
| tooler. In strong and_ startling con- 
trast to this rises a tall white statue 
of Queen Victoria in the centre of the 
room. It shows a truly regal figure, 
slender and stately, and it dominate: 
|the hall like the presiding deity of a 
| temple. 
| The use of the iibrary naturally nf 
fects the choice of books on_ its 
shelves; and one is not surprised to 
find that the law-library alone con 
sists of over twenty-five thousand voi 

umes. There is alxo a very large de- 
| partment devoted to works on Cana- 


|dian history and Canadian topo 
|graphy. In fact, the library contains 
almost every book on Canada that 


ever was published, and it is a pes- 
fect storehouse for anyone who 4s in 
terested in the Dominion and the 
story of its development. 

For those who are interested in sta- 
tistics, it may be pointed out that 
there are over three hundred thou- 
sand volumes in the library, Of these 
‘a large proportion are French. The 
{sum of $10,000 a year is provided for 
|the purchase of books, and of this 
one-third is spent on French publi 
cations, There is also an allowance 
of $1,000 a year for old books on Can 
ada and America generally. 

In spite of the serious purpose of 
jthe library, there is a considerable 
}amount of fiction purchased—on the 
Q.T as it were. This may be re- 
| gard in the light of an amiable con 
} cession to the weakness for romance 
|of the wives and daughters of Senators 
and members of Parliament. Thouga 
it must not be supposed that it is 
jonly the women who read the ‘‘best- 
| sellers” which find their way int» 
jhe solemn precincts. On the con- 
trary, some famous Parliamentarians 
| are among the most voracious con- 
;sumers of current fiction. There is 
|that great old politician, Sir Richard 
/Cartwright, who is said to read 
“everything in fiction that comes 
j;out.”” There is no romance too fluffy, 
|no tale of adventure too blood-curd- 
jling, for this veteran of Canadian 
| statecraft., It seems that he is espe- 
leially fond of G. A. Henty, the old 
war-correspondent, who became the 
most prolific and popular of story- 
writers for boys. 

There is one very interesting depart 
ment of the library which the casual 
looker-in does not see, as it is stored 
away in the private office of Mr Des- 
celles, the senior librarian. 

This department consists of rare old 
books of various kinds, but_ princi- 
pally volumes dealing with the earl- 
}iest days of Canada. For instance, 
‘there is an original edition of Cham. 
plain’s voyages, published in 1613. 
| And a beautiful book it is, the paper 
jand printing being as good as when 
it left the press. I wonder how many 
of our modern factory-made books 
{would stand that test. There is also 
‘an original edition of the narrative of 
| L’Escarbot, the cheery chronicler who 
accompanied Champlain to Acadia 
and who lived through some of the 
hardest and most stirring times of 
that romantic settlement, 

Another very valuable feature of 
| this collection is the complete set— 
| with one or two exceptions—of the 
{original editions of the Jesuit Relu- 
tions, which have served as authori- 
jties for so much of early Canadian 
jstory, The first novel published in 
Canada also forms part of the collec. 
tion. It is ‘Emily Montague,” by 
Mra. Brooks,

IN THE BRITISH P.O. 
Great Institution Is Always Finding 


New Methods. 


From a recent speech of the Brit- 
ish Postmaster-General in the House 
‘of Commons, Consul-General John L. 
|Griftiths, of London, has prepared 
the following summarized statement 
concerning postoffice matters of the 
; United Kingdom: 

| Fifteen millions of halfpenny (one 
cent) packets and letters are convey- 
ed daily through the British st- 
offices, 250,000 telegrams are dealt 
with each twenty-four hours, and §1,- 
216,000 is transmitted daily by money 
erders and postal orders, 

The telephone business of the 
oftice has rapidly increased, and 123 
{new exchanges were opened in 
1909. The number of subscribers in- 
creased last year by twelve per cent., 
and the number of conversations on 
the trunk lines by fifteen per cent. 
| Within the next twelve months the 
National Telephone Co., which is the 
| principal telephone company in the 
| United Kingdom, will transfer all of 
its rights and properties to the Gov- 
ernment, The terms of the transfer 
were agreed upon some time ago, an! 
a bill will be introduced early next 
year to facilitate the transfer. 

The Postmaster-General, in speaking 
of wireless telegraphy, stated that 
| “the purchase last autumn of the 
wireless telegraph station ‘round the

Grigsby's heirs did not want this in- 
scription to go on the tombstone, but 
the lawyer declared that the wil) pro- 
vided that it must be used, and the 
family had to agree. But the inscrip- 
tion is beaded with a ne that Grigs- 
by’e will made the epitaph mandatory. 

At Lincoin %& a very odd tombstone. 
A traveling man of that town, who bad 
been on the road many years and was 
quite eccentric, framed an epitaph that 
1s decidedly original. He died several 
years ago, and a travellng bag hewn 
out of marble stands at the head of bis 
grave, On one side of the bag is this 
line: 

“Here is where Bill stopped last!”
